TEAM NOTES AGAINST DALLAS 

• The Revolution leads the all-time, regular-season series with FC Dallas (formerly 
Dallas Burn), 23-12-3 

• The Revs are 12-5-1 against Dallas at home, including an 8-1-1 mark at Gillette 
Stadium 

• The Revs are 7-0-1 against Dallas in their last eight home games against the Hoops, 
dating back to the 2004 season 

• Saturday’s match will be the first - and only - time that the two teams meet in 2013 

• Dallas won the teams' lone meeting in 2012, taking a 1-0 win at FC Dallas Stadium 
behind a Ugo Ihemelu goal in the fifth minute of stoppage time 

• After going 15-3-0 against Dallas between 2001 and April 2009, the Revs are 1-3-2 
against the Hoops in the last six meetings, dating back to Sept. 30,2009 ... the 
Revs' lone win in that span came Sept. 10, 2011, in a 2-0 win at Gillette Stadium to 
snap a four-game winless run against Dallas 

• New England split or won the season series every year from 2000 to 2011 

• The teams have met outside the MLS regular season just once when the Revs 
defeated Dallas, 3-2, at Pizza Hut Park on Oct. 3,2007, to win the 2007 U.S. Open 
Cup, their first-ever cup championship 

PLAYER NOTES AGAINST DALLAS 

• Chad Barrett has scored two goals and three assists in 13 games against Dallas 
in his MLS career to lead all active Revs players ... his goals came in 2006 with 
Chicago, and 2009 with Toronto 

• Andy Dorman scored his first career MLS goal against Dallas on Aug. 11, 2004, at 
the Cotton Bowl 

• Sainey Nyassi has recorded one goal and one assist against Dallas ... his goal 
came on April 4, 2009 

• Chris Tierney has recorded one assist against FCD as a member of the Revs when 
he picked up an assist on Shalrie Joseph's headed goal at Dallas on Sept. 22, 2010 

• Clyde Simms is also credited with an assist against Dallas - on a Ben Olsen goal at 
FCD on Sept. 1,2007 - coming in his days with D.C. United 

• Matt Reis is 10-6-4 in his career against Dallas, posting a 1.17 goals against aver¬ 
age with seven shutouts ... he is the Revs’ only active goalkeeper to play against 
Dallas

Ugo Ihemelu scored a dramatic game-winning goal almost five minutes into second-half 
stoppage time as the Revolution suffered a heartbreaking 1-0 loss to FC Dallas at FC 
Dallas Stadium. The Revs were just moments away from grinding out a scoreless draw 
and finishing their two-game road trip with four well-earned points before Ihemelu buried 
a header from Zach Loyd's free kick in the 95th minute. The loss snapped New England's 
run of two straight wins, while it was the first victory for FC Dallas since opening day.

TEAM NOTES 


DEFENSIVE LOCKDOWN EARLY ON 

Through three games this season, the Revs have allowed just one goal and posted two 
shutouts ... the team has an 0.33 goals against average through three games, with Matt Reis 
picking up two shutouts ... the team has allowed only 30 shots this season (10.00 per game), 
and only 13 shots on goal (4.33 per game)... the Revs have also surrendered only six corner 
kicks this season. 

CONSISTANCY BREEDS SUCCESS 

The Revs have started the same back four defenders in each of their three matches: Kevin 
Alston (left back), Jose Goncalves (center back), A.J. Soares (center back) and Andrew Farrell 
(right back)... the last time the team started the same backline was the last three games of 
2011 (Alston, Soares, Darrius Barnes, Ryan Guy), with the team going 2-0-1 with two shutouts 
in that run. 

BEST DEFENSIVE START MATCHED 

With one goal allowed in three games, the Revs have matched their best defensive start to 
a season in club history ... in 2006, the team allowed just one goal through three games ... 
that year, the team went on to allow an MLS-low 35 goals in 32 games (1.09 GAA) with 10 
shutouts. 

ANOTHER 2006 CONNECTION 

Coincidently, the Revolution also started the 2006 campaign with a 1-1-1 record that included 
a 1 -0 win, a 0-0 draw, and a 1 -0 loss ... that year, the results came in the order of a win at LA 
to open the season, a draw at New York and a loss at Kansas City. 

BACK IN BLUE 

After having to wear their white secondary uniforms last weekend against Sporting Kansas 
City at home, the Revs will return to their primary blue uniforms against Dallas ... the change 
in uniforms - for both New England and Kansas City - was necessitated because Sporting’s 
primary uniforms are half baby blue and half indigo, leading to a contrast issue - with the Revs’ 
primary navy uniforms - for the referees and broadcast. 

FIRST GLIMPSE OF THE WEST THIS YEAR 

Saturday's match will be the first of the Revs' nine matches against Western Conference op¬ 
ponents this season ... the Revs will play four Western teams at home (Dallas this weekend, 
Real Salt Lake on May 9, LA on June 2 and San Jose on July 6), and five teams away 
(Seattle, Portland, Vancouver, Chivas USA and Colorado)... the team will complete its nine 
matches against the West on July 17 with its away trip to Colorado ... in 2012, the Revs went 
4-3-2 against the West, with wins over Portland (home), LA (away), Colorado (home) and 
Vancouver (home)... the Revs enter Saturday’s game with a modest three-game unbeaten 
streak against the West dating back to 2012, following the Vancouver win (4-2, May 12), and 
draws against Seattle (2-2, June 30) and Chivas USA (3-3, Aug. 29). 

REVS RUN RAMPANT VS. HOOPS 

The Revs have been very successful against Dallas at home, especially at Gillette Stadium ... 
overall, New England is 12-5-1 in Foxborough against the Hoops, including an 8-1-1 mark at 
Gillette Stadium ... since 2004, the Revolution is undefeated against Dallas at home, posting 
a 7-0-1 mark ... in the recent unbeaten run, the Revs have out-scored Dallas, 17-7, and have 
posted three shutouts. 

MATT REIS IS MR. CLEAN (SHEET) 

Matt Reis has posted shutouts in both of his outings in 2013 ... in the season opener at Chica¬ 
go, Reis made four saves in the shutout... after missing the second game of the year against 
Philadelphia with knee inflammation, Reis made four saves against Sporting KC last weekend 
for his second shutout in as many tries ... going back to 2012, Reis has posted shutouts in 
four of his last five appearances: Sept. 1, 2012 (0-0 vs. Philadelphia Union), Sept. 5, 2012 (2-0 
vs. Columbus), March 9, 2013 (1-0 at Chicago) and March 23, 2013 (0-0 vs. Sporting KC)... 
overall, Reis has 72 career shutouts (63 with the Revs) to rank fourth all-time in MLS history. 

BIRTHDAY BOYS 

A pair of Revs players celebrated birthdays this week... Matt Reis - the team’s oldest player - 
turned 38 on Thursday, March 28 ... Dimitry Imbongo, also born on March 28, turned 23. 

RHINOS GET SOME LOANERS 

On Wednesday, the Revolution loaned four players to the Rochester Rhinos of USL PRO in 
accordance with the teams’ affiliation agreement... defender Bilal Duckett, forward Matt Horth, 
midfielder Gabe Latigue and defender Tyler Polak were sent to Rochester, where they're 
expected to get consistent playing time with the Rhinos ... the teams announced their affilia¬ 
tion agreement on Jan. 28, in lieu of the Revolution fielding a reserve team in 2013 ... the four 
players are on long-term loan, but can recalled at any time ... per the agreement, however, at 
least four Revs players must be on loan to Rochester at all times. 


ALSTON JOINS CLUB GREATS AT 10,000 

Last Saturday, Kevin Alston played his 10,000th career minute and finished the game with 
10,001 career minutes played ... he is just the ninth Revolution player to reach the 10,000-min¬ 
ute plateau, and joins club legends in that club: Shalrie Joseph, Matt Reis, Jay Heaps, Steve 
Ralston, Taylor Twellman, Joe Franchino, Ted Chronopoulos and Michael Parkhurst... Alston 
is the fourth (primarily) defender to reach 10,000 minutes played in New England. 

ALSTON ALSO FAMILIAR FACE IN LINEUP SHEET 

In addition to moving up the minutes played charts last Saturday, Kevin Alston also moved 
into a tie for ninth place - with Michael Parkhurst - on the Revs’ career appearances list with 
115 ... further, he moved into a tie for eighth place - with Parkhurst - on the Revs' career starts 
list, also with 115 ... Alston has started every game in which he’s played in his five-year MLS 
career. 

BENGTSON KEEPS “HEXING” CONCACAF OPPONENTS 

Jerry Bengtson, who missed the Revs’ 0-0 draw against Kansas City last Saturday, while with 
the Honduras National Team, continued his hot scoring pace for his country last Friday ... he 
scored Honduras’ second goal - to equalize the game - against Mexico on March 22, to earn 
a vital point in the CONCACAF Hexagonal, the region’s final round of qualifying for the 2014 
FIFA World Cup ... he now has 16 goals for Honduras in 34 appearances, including seven 
goals during qualifying for the 2014 World Cup. 

BENGTSON RED-HOT FOR CLUB AND COUNTRY 

Jerry Bengtson, one of CONCACAF’s brightest stars, has had a busy - and successful - six 
months ... since September 1, Bengtson has scored nine goals in 20 games (including seven 
goals World Cup Qualifiers) for both club and country ... Bengtson’s teams are a collec¬ 
tive 6-0-1 in games in which he scores a goal in that span ... Bengtson joined the Revs for 
preseason camp on Feb. 8 after leading Honduras to a 2-1 win over the U.S. - scoring the 
game-winning goal - two days earlier in San Pedro Sula ... after scoring two goals for the 
Revs in Tucson during preseason training, Bengtson followed it up with the game-winning goal 
at Chicago in the Revs’ season opener... last Friday, he scored the game-tying goal against 
Mexico to help Honduras pick up a key point in the Hex standings.

ALSTON’S SWITCH BENEFITS THE D 

Kevin Alston started his 11 th straight game - dating back to last year - on the left side of the 
backline when he lined up at left back on Saturday against Kansas City ... he switched from 
his customary right back position to cover left back during a congested run of games in 2012 
and ended up staying there for what became the final eight games of the season after Chris 
Tierney suffered a knee injury... Alston, who was a left back at Indiana before signing a 
Generation adidas contract with MLS in 2009, has helped the Revs post a 4-4-3 record and a 
0.64 goals against average in that run (7 GA, 6 shutouts) he’s played at left back. 

NO. 1 MAKES IT TO THREE IN A ROW 

With his three straight starts at right back in the Revolution's first three games of the season, 
Andrew Farrell became the first number one overall draft pick to start his team's first three 
games since Marvell Wynne did so for the New York Red Bulls in 2006 ... no number one pick 
since Wynne - who started the Red Bulls’ first five games - has started his team’s first three 
games ... Farrell became the Revs' first-ever No. 1 overall pick when the team traded up to 
take him at the 2013 MLS SuperDraft on Jan. 17, in Indianapolis ... Farrell made 64 appear¬ 
ances (47 starts) with Louisville before signing a Generation Adidas contract with MLS. 

JAY HEAPS STANDS AT 10 WINS 

Jay Heaps is in his second season at the helm of the Revolution, and picked up his 10th win 
on March 9 at Chicago ... his career MLS coaching record is now 10-18-9 ... Heaps, 36, is 
the sixth head coach in club history ... Heaps had a nine-year playing career in MLS, first with 
the Miami Fusion beginning in 1999 - when he was drafted second overall in the MLS College 
Draft before earning MLS Rookie of the Year honors that season - through June 2001 ... he 
was traded to his hometown club, New England, in June 2001 where he concluded his career 
before retiring following the 2009 season. 

HEAPS MOVING UP THE SHORT LIST 

Jay Heaps enters Saturday's game in fourth place on the Revolution games coached list with 
37 games ... last Saturday he passed former coach Walter Zenga (37)... Heaps is currently 
sixth among Revs coaches with 10 wins, three shy of the fifth-place Zenga (13).

HOW THE ROSTER STANDS 

Entering Saturday’s game, the Revolution roster stands at 29 players, with 25 players cur¬ 
rently with the club as four players are on loan with the Rochester Rhinos of USL PRO ... 
overall, there are 18 returning players from 2012, and 11 new players ... the roster includes 
seven international players, two Homegrown players, three Generation adidas players and 
one Designated Player... of the 29 players there are: three goalkeepers, nine defenders, 11 
midfielders and six forwards. 

SEVEN-PACK OF INTERNATIONALS 

With eight international roster spots available to the Revs this season, seven are currently oc¬ 
cupied by signed players: Jerry Bengtson (Honduras), Kalifa Cisse (France), Diego Fagundez 
(Uruguay), Jose Goncalves (Portugal), Dimitry Imbongo (Congo), Saer Sene (France), and 
Juan Toja (Colombia). 

ROSTER BREAKDOWN BY AGE 

Of the 29 players on the roster, there are currently: 

• Three (31 players who are 30+: Matt Reis (38), Clyde Simms (30), Andy Dorman (30) 

• Six (6) players ages 27-29: Chad Barrett (27), Jose Goncalves (27), Ryan Guy (27),

• Three (31 players 20 or younger: Diego Fagundez (18), Andrew Farrell (20), Tyler Polak

BARRETT’S BACK, BUT ON OUR SIDE 

The Revs picked up a perennial Revs-killer in the 2012 Re-Entry Process, securing the rights 
to former Chicago, Toronto and LA forward Chad Barrett... Barrett signed with the Revs on 
Feb. 11, and joined the team for its preseason trip to Tucson, Ariz.... Barrett, who is in his 
ninth season in MLS, played in 19 games against New England - including 14 starts - scoring 
four goals and added four assists ... last season he ended the year with Norway's Valerenga, 
where he spent the second half of the 2012 season on loan from the Galaxy and played five 
games ... Barrett has appeared in all three matches this season, making his Revolution debut 
on March 9 at Chicago when he came on for Jerry Bengtson in the 90th minute ... he drew his 
first start as a member of the Revs on Saturday against Sporting Kansas City, playing as the 
lone forward. 

“HOMETOWN” FEEL ON THE ROSTER 

Three players on the Revs’ roster are New England natives, giving the team a hometown feel 
... Scott Caldwell (Braintree, Mass.), Diego Fagundez (Leominster, Mass.) and Chris Tierney 
(Wellesley, Mass.) are all Massachusetts products, growing up in the Bay State ... both 
Caldwell and Fagundez played for the Revolution Academy and are Homegrown players ... 
Caldwell was the youth teams' first-ever captain and just completed his stellar four-year career 
at Akron. 

SECOND TIME AROUND FOR DORMS 

Andy Dorman has re-joined the Revolution for his second go-round in New England ... his ap¬ 
pearance in Philly on March 16 was his first with the club since November 2007 ... the Welsh 
midfielder came to the Revs in November on a free transfer from England's Crystal Palace 
after a stint at St. Mirren (Scotland) and a loan spell at Bristol Rovers (England)... the Revs 
originally drafted Dorman in the fourth round (56th overall) in the 2004 MLS SuperDraft and he 
was a key figure in the teams that advanced to three straight MLS Cup championship matches 
(2005, 2006, 2007) and won the team's first-ever cup championship - the 2007 Lamar Hunt 
U.S. Open Cup ... in his first tenure in New England, Dorman made 112 regular-season ap¬ 
pearances, while scoring 17 goals and adding 18 assists ... in the three-year span from 2005 
to 2007, Dorman's combined 15 goals and 17 assists ranked third on those Revolution squads 
in total attacking production, behind Taylor Twellman (44 goals, 15 assists) and Steve Ralston 
(11 goals, 25 assists). 

VETERAN AT JUST 18 

Diego Fagundez has entered his third MLS season at the ripe old age of 18 ... the Leominster, 
Mass., product turned 18 on Valentine's Day - Feb. 14 - earlier this year and now is playing 
in his third season ... despite his MLS tenure, he still remains the youngest player on the 
Revs’ roster while scoring four goals and adding three assists in 28 appearances in his career 
... while training with the Revs in the morning, Fagundez caps a long day with school in the 
afternoon, going to classroom sessions later in the day ... he is completing both his junior and 
senior years of high school at Alternative High School in Fitchburg, Mass.... additionally, he 
signed his second professional contract - a multi-year extension with the Revs - on March 13, 
just one month after turning 18 allowing him to legally sign this contract without his parents. 

FRENCH CONNECTION 

While many teams may have the song of Spanish throughout the locker room, the Revs have 
more of a French tune in theirs ... three rostered players were either born - or raised - in 


France: Kalifa Cisse, Dimitry Imbongo and Saer Sene ... additionally, one of the team’s as¬ 
sistant coaches - goalkeepers coach Remi Roy - is also a native French speaker and helped 
bring all three players to MLS. 

SENE INJURY UPDATE 

Saer Sene, who suffered a left knee (shooting leg) injury on Aug. 29, 2012, in a home game 
against Chivas USA, had reconstructive surgery to repair a torn ACL on Sept. 17 ... he has 
progressed his rehab and has recently begun participating in passing, shooting and small¬ 
sided drills with the team, while continuing to build strength and stamina with the team's ath¬ 
letic trainers and strength staff... if he remains on his current rehab path, Sene is expected to 
rejoin full action in 2-4 weeks. 

EARNING TENURE 

Matt Reis, who is playing in his 11th season with the Revolution, is the club’s longest-tenured 
player ever... the other players who had long careers with the Revs fall short of Reis’ current 
tenure: Shalrie Joseph (9.5 seasons - began with Revs in 2003, traded to Chivas USA in 
August 2012) and Jay Heaps (9.5 - traded to Revs in June 2001, retired at the end of 2009) 

... Reis has made 244 appearances, going 87-88-69 and earning 63 shutouts while posting a 
1.33 goals against average. 

NO LANGUAGE BARRIER 

With players hailing from nine different countries on the roster (Colombia, DKR Congo, 
England, France, Gambia, Honduras, Portugal and Uruguay in addition to the United States), 
there is no language barrier in the Revs’ locker room ... only one player in the Revs’ locker 
room does not speak English fluently - Jerry Bengtson (Spanish) - and yet more than half 
the roster can speak at least a little Spanish, including native speakers Juan Toja and Diego 
Fagundez ... the team's newer European players also speak multiple languages, making 
conversing on and off the field easy for the Revolution: Kalifa Cisse (French, Portuguese, 
Spanish, English and Malian), Jose Goncalves (Portuguese, Spanish, Italian, German, French 
and English), Saer Sene (French, English, German, Wolof) and Dimitry Imbongo (French, 
English, German, Spanish and Wolof). 

REVS, TED BAKER TEAM FOR FASHION SHOW TO BENEFIT AMERICASCORES 

Soccer and fashion will collide on Wednesday, April 3, at 7:30 p .m., when Revolution players 
and wives model looks from Ted Baker London’s Spring/Summer line, all to raise money for 
America SCORES - which partners with urban schools to provide a high quality, team- 
based program that integrates soccer, poetry and service-learning ... held at BOND at The 
Langham, Boston (250 Franklin Street), and emceed by WHDH-TV anchor Sarah French, 
the fashion show will feature Revs stars Kevin Alston, Darrius Barnes, Andy Dorman, Lee 
Nguyen, Saer Sene and A.J. Soares, along with team wives ... Dellaria Salons & Spas' tal¬ 
ented hair and make-up artists will style the models, while DJ Joe Bermudez will provide the 
musical backdrop for the evening ... tickets to the 21 + event can be purchased online for $25 
... a limited number of tickets will be available at the door the night of the event... tickets are 
also available for a special VIP reception at 6:30 p.m. for $50, which will include a one-hour 
reception with sweet treats and cocktails, courtesy of Bombay Sapphire. 

YOUTH PROGRAM RANKS HIGH ...AGAIN 

This winter, U.S. Soccer released its annual ratings of teams that participate in the Develop¬ 
ment Academy, the top level of youth soccer in the U.S. and Canada ... the Revs once again 
rated among the nation’s best programs, posting a combined 3.5 rating after U.S. Soccer 
weighted scores in a variety of categories ... the youth-soccer focused outlet, Top Drawer 
Soccer, took U.S. Soccer’s categorical ratings and developed their own ranking system, as 
well, placing the Revs as the top youth program in the country - above all other teams in the 
Development Academy and all MLS teams’ academies ... the Revs have so far signed two 
Homegrown players from their Academy: Diego Fagundez and Scott Caldwell. 

ROCHESTER AFFILIATION ANNOUNCED 

The Revolution are one of four teams who have announced formal affiliations with USL PRO 
teams for the 2013 season, joining with the Rochester Rhinos this year... also participating 
in this new program are D.C. (with Richmond), Kansas City (with Orlando) and Philadelphia 
(with Harrisburg)... instead of fielding reserve teams in the MLS Reserve League, the Revs 
instead send a minimum of four players to Rochester for the 2013 season ... while the Revs 
will be able to call back players at any time, at least four players will be in Rochester through¬ 
out the team's USL season. 

YOUTH TEAMS ON UNDEFEATED RUNS 

All three of the Revs’ youth teams are in the midst of extended undefeated runs as they 
head into this weekend’s bye week... the Under-18 team - 9-2-2 (29 pts.) overall - has gone 
11 games unbeaten and current sits second in the Northeast Division of the U.S. Soccer
